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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The provisional obviousness-t3^e double patenting rejection over the copending 
application S. No. 10/548,154 of the previous office action is withdrawn because the instant 
claim 21 no longer contains a pyrimidinyl ring attached to the bicyclic core. Further, in the 
reference claims, the pyrimidine is always substituted with an amino group at the 2-position, as 
compared to the instant claims which do not have such a substituent at the analogous position. 

The references of record do not teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed compounds, 
see for example, U.S. 6,596,73 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
